London.—A dispach to the Daily 
News from Constantinople says that 
Louth Agh, the Sultan's special favor¬ 
ite, is dead. It is believed that Louth 
exercised for years a remarkable in¬ 
fluence in public affairs. There are 
rumors of disturbances at the palace. 

Air the Cream. 

ImmediatelyJTafter separating the 
cream it should be aired and cooled 
down to 80 degrees. It should be held 
at this temperature until churning 
time, which is indicated by the cream 
becoming slightly acid. The usual 
temperature for churning is 58 to 60 
degrees. 

China Yields to Russia’s Demand. 

London.—The St. Petersburg corres¬ 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: I am 
assured that China, bo far from refus¬ 
ing to yield to the Russian demand 
for a railway concession to connect 
Peking with the Russian system on 
Manchuria, has agreed, and that the 
terms of the concession are already set¬ 
tled. 


Carson, Nev.—Within the last few 
weeks the oopper mining interests of 
this State have suddenly assumed a de¬ 
gree of prominence heretofore un¬ 
known. This is brought about by the 
great advance in price consequent upon 
the rapidly inoreating demand for cop¬ 
per and copper wire in telegraphy and 
the transmission of electric power for 
railroads, mining, milling and all other 
purposes where mechanical energy is 
called into requisition. Electricity is 
last taking the place of steam power 
everywhere, as being cheaper, more 
effective and capable of being used in 
many situations, where steam or other 
power cannot be applied or advantage¬ 
ously brought into use. Even in tlie 
present attempt to pump out the long¬ 
time submerged Comstock mining 
depths, experience has developed the 
fact that neither hydraulic nor steam 
power is sufficient, and now a move¬ 
ment is being inaugurated to transmit 
electric power from a plant to lie es¬ 
tablished on the Truckee river, a dis¬ 
tance of twenty-live or thirty miles. 

Extensive deposits of copper have 
long been known to exist in various 
sections of Nevada, especially in Hum¬ 
boldt, Lyon,. Esmeralda and other coun¬ 
ties cast aud south, and all old loca¬ 
tions are being eagerly secured and new 
ones made. The mines and smelters 
of Golconda, Humboldt county, ure the 
most advanced in active production, to 
he followed as soon as practicable by 
smelters in Mason valley, Lyon county 
and all other eligible points. An ex¬ 
tensive lode of oopper ore, carrying a 
large percentage of gold, was located 
last week ten miles south of the old 
Fyramid mines, in Waslio county. 
A well-defined vein, eight feet in 
width, of 30 per cent eopper ore, is be¬ 
ing opened near Brunswick, on the 
Carson river, half a dozen miles from 
here, and near Genoa oopper ore is 
found which is almost the pure metal. 
Copper bids fair to soon outrank silver 
in Nevada—in faot, the silver question 
as well a> the Silver party seems to be 
pretty well worked out and coppered in 
the Silver State. 


GOVERNMENT TO INVESTIGATE. 
_ 

The United States to Look Into the 
Stranding; of the Paris. 

Washington.—The Treasury Depart¬ 
ment has notified the International Na¬ 
vigation oompany that it intends to hold 
an inquiry as soon as practicable into 
the stranding of the Atlantic liner 
Paris, and the company has replied, 
offering the Government every assist¬ 
ance in its power. General Dumont, 
tiie Government Supervising Inspec¬ 
tor-General of Steam Vessels, said that 
it was not his purpose to semi his in¬ 
spectors to the scene of the accident, 
as notiiing could be gained by such a 
j course, but very soon after the arrival 
in this country of the responsible olti- 
cers of the vessel an investigation 
would be held to fix the responsibility 
tor the disaster. This, lie said, was the 
usual course. 

The maximum penalty which can be 
imposed by the Inspector-General for 
responsibility for the accident is tiie 
revocation of the licenses of the guilty 
persons. 

KngUiHl Again Refuse*. 

Washington-—Great Britain lias 
again refused to release Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick from tiie English prison in 
which she ie confined. The last re¬ 
quest was made by Embassador Choate 
and his cable announcement of its fail¬ 
ure reached the State Department. 
When Choate called at the State De¬ 
partment for final instructions he was 
urged to use every effort to secure the 
release of the woman, and regret at his 
failure is general. 


Channel of the Thamee Filling Up. 

London.—The Admiralty hydro- 
grapher has created a scare by report¬ 
ing that the principal channel estuary 
of the Thames for heavy vessels is in 
danger of silting up; has already been 
reduced from a mile and a half to half 
a mile in breadth, and that there is 
little more than nineteen feet of watei 
on the bar at low tide. The total ob¬ 
literation of the channel would entail 
a long circuit for vessels entering and 
leaving the Thames and radical changes 
in lights and buoys. 


Trust Butts Sustained. 

Little Rock, Ark.—The State Su¬ 
preme Court upheld the decision of tiie 
lower court in sustaining a demurrer 
interposed by the insurance companies 
in the famous anti-trust suits begun by 
the Attorney-General. The prosecu¬ 
tion’s contention tnat insurance com¬ 
panies which belong to rating bureaus 
in other states cannot do business in 
Arkansas was overruled and many of 
the affected companies are already re¬ 
opening their Arkansas offices. 


WARFARE LAWS CONSIDERED. 

B.th Section, of the Committee Meet— 
Red Cross Work Dl.cu.aed. 

The Hague.—Both sections of the 
committee on the laws of warfare of 
the Peace Conference met separately, 
and began the examination oi subjects 
submitted to them, the Red Cross sec¬ 
tion discussing paragraphs five and six 
of the circular of Count Muravieff, 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and the Brussels conference section 
discussing paragraph seven. 

Both sections met subsequently and 
discussed the question of competence 
as regards the scheme for the revision 
of the Geneva convention, known as 
the Morgnier scheme. The Morgnier 
scheme comprises modifications on the 
Geneva convention in connection with 
wounded and sick prisoners, members 
of the hospital service, convoys for the 
wounded, ambulances, hospitals, prop¬ 
erty belonging to neutralized persons, 
religious and medical staffs and kin¬ 
dred subjects. The scheme applies 
equally to land and sea warfare. 

It was proposed to submit tiie 
Boheme to another commission for dis- 
oussion and the question was then 
raised whether the conference was 
competent to deal with the matter. 
Those who took a negative view argued 
that the conference had decided in 
principle and that all the governments 
represented had agreed that nothing 
should be submitted to the conference 
beyond the eight points in the circular 
of Count Muravieff. They contended 
that if the conference once infringed 
this rule a precedent would be created 
leading to numerous difficulties, in¬ 
cluding probably the springing of the 
Armenian, Macedonian and similar 
questions upon the conference. It was 
also pointed out by the opponents of 
the proposal to refer that, inasmuch as 
the Morgnier scheme delt mostly with 
the wounded and with hospitals, it 
would he impossible to dismiss the 
proposed modifications effectively with¬ 
out the co-operation of doctors, who 
alone would be eapable of deciding 
many of the points at issue. 

As a matter of fact there is no man 
of medioal training among tiie dele¬ 
gates. The committee finally ad¬ 
journed without reaching a decision. 

There is no truth in the statement 
that a proposal has been submitted 
to the oonferenoe to abrogate the pro¬ 
visions of the Declaration of Paris, 
1836, regarding the protection of pri¬ 
vate property in time of war. 

Farm Hu4i Are H«*4f4. 
-HBtockton.—There Is every reason Nr 

apprehend a dearth of field hands dur¬ 
ing the coming harvest. For two years 
the overplus of labor in the San Joa¬ 
quin Valley amounted to almost a pest, 
as the idle men augmented the roving 
bands and sooner or later degenerated 
into common tramps. Experienced 
harvest hands will come near com¬ 
manding their own price this season, 
and unless there is a migration of farm 
laborers this way the harvest will pro¬ 
ceed slowly and be long drawn out. 
Contractors are also finding that gen¬ 
eral labor is scarce. II. E. Barber, 
who has a contract on the Valley road 
at Antioch, oould use more men and 
teams if he could only get tli6m, and 
there are similar reports coming in 
from other sources. 

Dig Iteimrtinent Store. 

Los Angeles.—An even half dozen of 
t prominent capitalists and business men 
| of this city have incorporated a com- 
j pany with a capital of f350,000 for the 
pnrposeof establishing here the largest 
department store in the West. The 
concern is called the Chapin-Tibbot 
Commercial Company and lias been in¬ 
corporated under the laws of Arizona. 
The incorporators are Eliza C. Chapin, 
John W. Tibbot, H. J. Woolacott, S. 
Goodenow, James M. Davies and Wil¬ 
lard M. Sheldon. E. C. Chapin is pre¬ 
sident of the company and W. H. 
Davies secretary. The officials will 
not say anything regarding the location 
of tiie concern at this time. 


Recommended By ltewey For Promo¬ 
tion. 

Washington.—The gallant and meri¬ 
torious services performed by a young 
naval offioer in the land campaign 
against the Filipinos have won for him 
the commendation of Admiral Dewey 
who, in addition, has recommended to 
the Navy Department that he be ad¬ 
vanced ten numbers in his grade. The 
officer bo highly complimented is 
Junior Lieutenant Cleveland Davis of 
the gunboat Helena. Davis was sent 
ashore by Dewey in command of a ma¬ 
chine-gun detachment for service with 
Major-General MaoArthur’s division. 
He was with the a.ivanoe of MacAr- 
thur's column in all the hard fighting 
from Caloocan to San Fernando, and 
his guns proved of great assistance to 
the light batteries of the Army,

Good management both on the faro 
and in the household demands that ail 
source of waste be guarded against 
i and that all by-products be utilized to 
! the best advantage. That the kitchea 
i and table waste are generally realized. 
! Don't waste your cold bread; and after 
, each meal take the bread that is left, 
carefully cut off all the top crust, place 
these in some sour milk, same as you 
use for making bread, in time to be¬ 
come thoroughly soaked before making 
bread for another meal. Then when 
i you are ready to make your bread take 
j one or two of the soaked biscuits, crum¬ 
ble them up and mix well witli your 
dough, and your bread will be lighter, 
aud it will not take as much lard as 
the ordinary way. Those that try it 
will be pleased with the result, for It is 
a great saving and makes a nice deli¬ 
cious biscuit. Don't depend upon the 
top of your stove for anything. There 
is nothing like n good oven for making 
nice preserves. 

Thpre is little or no danger of scorch¬ 
ing, nud the iong, slow cooking results 
in clear, delicious preserves. Don’t 
waste fuel by keeping fire when not 
necessary. While ironing on top, do 
your baking or preserving in the ovea. 
Don't let the cheese mold. Use It ia 
preparing cooked dishes.

Handx Wagon Jack. 

With this jack the heaviest load 
that can be put on a wagon can be 
lifted by one man, and thus, if a 
break occurs with a load on. it need 
not be unloaded to take a wheel off 
for repair. It is made with a lever 
in two joints (A and B). fastened to¬ 
gether with straps of iron (C), in such 
a way that tlie part A works upon the 
straps C, which are firmly bolted to 
the long part of the lever (B) as a hinge. 
The foundation (I)) is a 2x4 plank G 
feet long. At one end bolt on a 2x4 
about 4 feet long (E). to prevent it up¬ 
setting. Bolt on the foundation, on 
each side, a 2x4 block (F) for a ful¬ 
crum. Bore a three-fourth inch hole 
through these blocks, lu inches from 
bottom, aud also through lever just 
below the straps. An iron pin through 
these holes makes the pivot. Great 
weight sometimes rests on these blocks.

Have nn Herb Garden.

offers at all times a 
in b u k ii shok. soft cushion for the 
animal s foot and yet a firmer one than 
the ordinary type of metal shoe. This 
is done, further, without the use of 
screws, which have the objection of 
soon becoming loosened by the constaut 
hammering. The shoe proper, which 
is fastened to the hoof in the usual 
way, lias an inclined wall around the 
outer surface, inside of which a rim 
of rubber is placed which acts as the 
cushion. Ihe latter is held firmly in 
place by a securing plate clamped to 
the shoe by three depending pins, one 
of which is supplied with a bolt. This 
holds the three parts securely together. 
Rubber for this purpose is very dur¬ 
able, and lasts a long time, aud when 
finally worn out can be readily re¬ 
placed without any special knowledge 
of horseshoeing. The rubber gives a 
sure footing at all times, and on ail 
characters of road, while such is uot 
the ease with the metal shoe, for the 
latter sometimes becomes smooth, 
"hen a sheet of asphalt presents al¬ 
most as dangerous a surface as one of

Tlie civilized world looks on aglinst at 
the cruel and arbitrary methods by 
which the Bear that walks like a Man 
is Russianizing Finland. Some twenty 
years ago Finland was a part of Swe¬ 
den and when the severance came the 
constitution that was adopted was con¬ 
firmed and has since beeu confirmed by 
the oath of every Czar of ltussiu on his 
accession to the throne. This constitu¬ 
tion expressly stipulates that no law 
relating to life, liberty, property, taxes, 
religion, education, military service or 
any form of local government can be 
enacted without the hearing of the Diet 
of Finland and the sanction of all the 
four chambers of that body. Yet in the 
face of this solemn guaranty the Czar 
has arbitrarily changed the constitu¬ 
tion and deprived tlie Diet of that coun¬ 
try of all effective control. The Council 
of State at St. Petersburg is hereafter 
to legislate for Finland aud the Diet of 
that country is to have merely “a con¬ 
sultive voice.” Protests and petitions 
have gone up to the Czar In vain. The 
members of the Government went up 
to St. Petersburg aud were denied ad¬ 
mission to the Czar's presence. The 
rape of Finland is complete.

Tkt Firm Silk Hat. 

An old journal, dated Jan. 16, 1797. 
gives the following amusing account of 
the wearing of the first silk hat in 
London: “John Hetherington, haber¬ 
dasher. of the Strand, was arraigned be¬ 
fore the loril mayor yesterday on a 
charge of breach of the pence and in¬ 
citing to riot, and was required to give 
bonds in the sum of f-'iUO. It was in 
evidence that Mr. Hetherington, who is 
well connected, appeared on the public 
highway wearing upon his head what 
he called a silk hat (which was offered 
in evidence), a tall structure having a 
shiny luster and calculated to frighten 
timid people. 

“As a matter of fact the officers of 
the crown stated that several women 
fainted at the unusual sight, while 
children screamed, dogs yelped, and a 
younger son of Cordwainer Thomas, 
who was returning from a chandler's 
shop, was thrown down by the crowd 
which had collected and had his right 
arm broken. For these reasons the de¬ 
fendant was seized by the guards and 
taken before the lord mayor. In extenu¬ 
ation of his crime the defendant claim¬ 
ed that he had not violated any law of 
the kingdom, but was merely exercising 
a right to appear in a headdress of his 
own design a right not denied to any 
Englishman.

(PA.) MAN.

They Float Around In a Carele** Sort 
of Faahlon, With an Occasional 
Queer Freak, One Being to Spin 
Aronnd Like a Monater Top. 

“I read about the floating islands off , 
the mouth of the Mississippi the ether 1 
day.” said the veracious man from ] 
Honesdale, Pa. “That reminded me 
that my own little old county can boast 
a few islands of the sort. What county? 1 
Wayne, young man. You’ll find it on 
the maps due north of Pike county. | 
You city chaps have an idea that all of 
northern Pennsylvania is Pike county 
in expansion, but yon were never so 
much mistaken about anything in yonr 
lives. Pike county is all very well in 
its way, but its way runs to fish liars 
and rattlesnakes. Now, Wayne has 
none of the latter, bnt of the former— 
well, talk about Pike county fishing! 
Yonng fellow, Pike county isn’t a 
marker to Wayne when it comes to , 
downright, honest, clean cut piscatorial 
sport. Pike may lie about it better, but 1 
when you come to sift the facts from 
the fiction before an investigating com¬ 
mission you’ll find that Wayne entehes 
the biggest trout and the fightingest 
bass every time, and don’t you forget it. 

“But I started to tell you about the 
floating islands in the old county. 
Way back in the twenties the Delaware 
and Hudson C'anal company gouged a 
channel in the face of the earth from 
Rondont to Honesdale and called it a 
canal. For reservoirs and feeders to this 
canal the level of ponds and lakes along 
the route was raised by means of dams 
from 12 to 20 feet. While the dams 
were in process of building the timber 
about the ponds was felled up to the 
artificial water line, and in mnny cases 
really valuable lumber was left to decay 
where it fell. These dead trunks formed, 
when the water rose to its newer level, 
the basis of these floating islands, which 
may be found in so many of the lakes 
of Wayne county. Intertwining branch¬ 
es und twigs of the trees themselves and 
large quantities of underbrush served 
to bind the logs together in something 
like a solid mass, thereby forming rafts 
of more or less buoyancy und size. In 
the course of time water weeds of va¬ 
rious kinds attached themselves to the 
raft, and eventually became a part of 
it. Gradually a light, thin mold ac¬ 
cumulated on the island, and in this 
mold birds planted seeds and grain, 
which, sprouting, growing and finally 
dying and rotting, did their part in the 
making of the whole. All of the larger 
islands bear from one to a score of trees, 
many of which have attained a consid¬ 
erable growth. 

“Yon might suppose that to walk 
upon or to fish from one of these islands 
would be a source of some danger, bnt, 
aside from an occasional wetting of the 
feet no accidents from this cause have 
ever occurred, so far as I have been able 
to learn. The sensation produced by 
walking on a floating island is very 
similar to that which you and I have 
both experienced when, ns boys, we ran 
on thin, young ice, or thicker old and 
rotten ioe. You remember how the ice 
used to bend under your weight as you 
ran across it, sometimes sinking nearly 
a foot and then with the next step ris¬ 
ing to meet you, possibly throwing yon 
and perhaps giving you a ducking? 
Well, it’s the same way with the float¬ 
ing islands, bnt with the element of 
danger eliminated. It has the same fas¬ 
cination. 

“Strange as it may seem, very few of 
these floating islands have become per¬ 
manently anchored to the bottom of the 
lakes. They are as nomadic and as un¬ 
settled in their habits as the Arab. 
They lack what we country people call 
stick-to-itiveness. They are the cou- 
trariest cusses that ever happened. 
Sometimes a mere breath of wind will 
send one of thorn scooting from one end 
of the lake to the other and again you 
couldn’t budge that same island with 
a 100 ton, componnd freight locomotive 
and a political pull. Once thoroughly 
domesticated, however,’ they make ex¬ 
cellent weather vanes, for they invaria¬ 
bly seek the lee shore of the lake. 

“I recall a peculiar thing that hap- | 
pened years ago to the island in White > 
Oak pond, near Aldenville, some eight ! 
or nine miles to the north and west of 
Honesdale. By the way, this particular 
island is the largest of the lot; so large, 
in fact, that the center rises fully ten 
feet above the water line. The farmer 
owning this island proposed erecting a 
summer house on the elevation, but 
was obliged to give it up owing to his 
inability to lay a proper foundation 
without driving piles, and to do that 
would result in nailing the island to 
I the bottom. 

“Well, as I was going to say, this is¬ 
land one day eloped with a southwest 
zephyr, which promptly deserted as 
soon as it had got its consort into the 
middle of the lake. There it floated in 
a sultry summer sun, with no means of 
motion in itself and milking time ap¬ 
proaching. Presently the edge of a lit¬ 
tle breeze from the northwest struck 
the wanderer on the port quarter and 
things began to lcok a little brighter. 
Unfortunately for the island, however, 
at about the same moment that the first 
gust landed a wind of equal intensity 
came up from the southeast and its 
edge caught the island on the starboard 
bow. In less than a minute these two 
contrary winds bad that island spin¬ 
ning around like a top. Yon may be¬ 
lieve this or not, as you like. I can 
show you the island any time that 
you’ll come up to the old county.— 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

NEEDED TREES

Next to more dwelling houses the 
thing most needed in this town is 
treee. 

Every lot owner has tree room, if,it 
is only for one or two trees. Every 
tree planted and successfully estab¬ 
lished helps to ameliorate the climate 
by breaking the sweep of the trade 
winds, so fatal to floriculture as well 
as to common comiort,. 

Tiie streets of this town should all be 
lined with trees. There might Well 
be four rows on every street. Take 
the Cypress—it may be cut, pruned 
and trained to any shape desired. A 
row of Cypress on each side of the side 
walks may be cut away at the bottom 
to afford a view of lawns, flower gar¬ 
dens. grounds and houses, and per¬ 
mitted to expand at the top until the 
trees constitute a perfect windbreak. 

Then there are corners and odd 
spaces always, where a tree, or clump 
of trees, will add greatly to the beauty 
of the locality, besides furnishing the 
indispensable barrier^to old boreas.

File cutting and glass polishing are 
the two trades in which the operatives 
are constantly subjected to the slow und 
stealthy growth of industrial disease. 
The danger in their case is even more 
alarming than in those which have been 
previously dealt with, as the power 
which daily menaces them is that most 
pernicious and treacherous evil, lead 
poisoning. In the case of file cutters 
the mischief is contained in the bed 
npon which the file is placed for cut¬ 
ting. This is composed of metallic lead, 
for, although other substances have 
been tried, it is declared that none of 
them give the desired amount of re¬ 
sistance without resilience obtained by 
a lead bed. 

Glass polishing is dangerous in that 
the powder with which the edges of cut 
glass are treated contains 60 to 70 per 
cent of oxide of lead. Here, again, the 
same remedies are demanded, and for¬ 
tunately they are not so difficult of at¬ 
tainment. In both these cases the poison 
pursues its victims with a malice as re¬ 
lentless as it is appalling, which kills or 
maims as surely as does any explosion 
or accident by violence.—Fortnightly 
Review.

NOT A NEW DISEASE 


I.a Grippe Wn» Known anil Described 
Before the Cliriotian lira. 

A contemporary claims that the 
grippe hits been known nnd described 
since the days of Hippocrates, who was 
born B. C. 460. It was the French 
physicians who gave it the name which 
it now bears, but In the attempt to 
locate its origin it has been known as 
the Chinese catarrh, the Russian pest, 
the German disease, the Italian fever, 
and the Spanish catarrh. It has al¬ 
ways taken the form of an epi¬ 
demic catarrh, and lias been at¬ 
tended with great loss of life in many 
of its visitations, it Is agreed that it 
Is occasioned by some particular con¬ 
dition or contamination of the atmos¬ 
phere. but there is no agreement among 
medical men as to what the condition 
is or In what the contamination con¬ 
sists. The fact that it is largely due to 
atmospheric conditions seems to be es¬ 
tablished, according to our contempo¬ 
rary, for its appearance in London in 
1S47, where in a single day 500,000 per¬ 
sons were attacked. It appeared In 
New York in 1889, and its introduction 
was said to be due to germs conveyed 
In a letter from Russia. Its course ran 
on for six weeks, nnd resulted in hun¬ 
dreds of deaths. March, 1891, Is fixed 
as the date of its next appearance, and 
this time it lasted eight weeks. While 
It lacked something of the Impetuous¬ 
ness which distinguished its first visi¬ 
tation, it proved to be the most fatal 
of all the epidemics we have ever had. 
Since that time the severity of the dis¬ 
ease has been gradually declining, but 
the disease itself has never been entire¬ 
ly eliminated until its recurrence this 
year. 

The Kettle's Song. 

Teoplo often wonder what makes the 
high note of a simmering tea kettle, 
but the explanation Is simple. As the 
water heats little hubbies of steam are 
formed at the bottom of the kettle. 
These rush upward, aud. being attract¬ 
ed to the sides of the kettle, they make 
u commotion which sets the metal in 
vibration, and the kettle “sings.” 


Inouth of each cone consists of a frame 
of bamboo circle, to w hich the silk bag 
Is fastened. These circles In the ex¬ 
perimental kite constructed by him are 
twelve, eighteen and twenty-four 
inches In diameter and the cones are 
twenty-four, thirty-six and forty-two 
inches in length each, with a two-inch 
outlet at the end.
